SUMMARY 
reference is made to previous summary reports concerning the above named 
individual, namely October $, 1947, November 19, 1947 and February 11, 1953. 


A "Tribune" clipping of August 14, 1947 states that LOUIS QOAMFAGNA, 47, 
YAUL Di LUCIA, 59, CHARLES GIOE and PHILI} D'ANDREA were released from the Federal 
penitentiary tugust 13, 1947 on parole. 


In a "Times" clipping of August 14, 1947 it is reported that CAMPAGNA and RICCA 
arrived at the Chicago parole office and 2ICCA said he was going to farm his 
1,193) acres near Aurora that he bought in 1939. CAMPAGNA was to retire to his 
839 acre farm near Lafayette, Indiana. They had been convicted in 1943 of 
extorting 01,209,392 from the movie industry through the heads of wmions (WILLIE 
BIOFF and GEORGE ©. BROWNE). 


Ina "fribunc" clipping of September 12, 194” attorney General Jlark announced 

the resignation of THOMAS W. #ILSC\, Chairman of the federal parole board which 
freed four top gangsters of the old CiLUIE Syndicate — FAUL RISCA, LOUIS CAMPAINA, 
PHIL D'.ED2HA and CHARLES GIOR. It was explained that WILSON'3 resignation had 
nothing to do with the J:PCN7 gang's release. termission to interview the two 
remaining members of the beard was granted, and they denied any pressure or influence 
in deciding upon the sarsles.

appointed to investigate the parole of the four hoods. 


"Tribune" clipping of September 24, 1947 indicates that FRANCIS CURRY, Joliet 
gambler, one time slot machine boss and race news supplier was a sponsor for PAUL 
RIUCA before the Federal Parole Board while FAUL 2ICCA was in prison for his part 
in the one-million-dollar motion picture extortion case, CURRY operated RICCA'S 
large farm in Kendall County, Illinois. 


News" clipping of September 25, 1947 states the four parolees were handed subpoenas 
for appearance before the congressional committee meeting in Chicago to inquire 
into any irregularities in their parole from the Federal penitentiary. 


"Tribune" clipping of September 26, 1947 states that attorneys appearing for the 
hoodlums were as follows: WILLIAM SCOTT STEWAZT for CHARLES GIOE; TED REIN 
for FAUL ICCA; E. M. STERWY for PHIL D'ANDREA; EUGENE BERNSTEIN for LOUIS

Chicago Crime Commission report of October 2, 1947 regarding the congressional 
hearings in Chicago sets forth that DE LUCT suffered from diabetes while in prison. 
The 1943 conspiracy conviction was his first conviction. RICCA frankly admitted 
his association with most of the old CAPCNE mob when questioned by the congressional 
committee. He stated that TONY AGGARDO, at his request, came to Leavenworth 
Penitentiary with Attorney BERNSTEIN to discuss RIOCA'S income tax matters with the 
government. Attorney BERNSTEIN testified that attorney BOLGEFR sent ACCARDO to 

him with instructions to take him to Leavenworth to RICGA. RICCA stated he wanted 
iCTARDO there because he did not believe BEVISTRIY and could not make BRRNSTEIX 
understand his position, but that he trusted *S743D0 and ASGARDO trusted BERNSTEIN. 
DeusTET testified he took 1OSARDO to Leavenworth with him six or more times, 

and also testified that he did not tmow the identity of the people who brought 
money inte his office to be used for the payment of income taxes: for ICCA. 


ina "Tribune" clipping of Jetober ay (GL 22304 is referred to as the national head 
of the Mafia organization. The article states that .ttorney BERNSTEIN paid the 
United states .30,942 on tehalf of AlotA in settlement of income tax claims of 
(116,9%1] for the ysars 1°34 throuch 1935. Throuch those years YICIA'S reported

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The story states that the records in RIG0A'S case make no mention of receints 
from gambling. 


in a memorandum of November 13, 1947 it is stated that RICCA claimed he had 
absolutely no knowledge of the details of the paroles, and that the entire matter 


was handled by and TONY ACcA*DG. RICCA claimed he would have to 
protect 10CARDO and suggested a meeting so that they could determine how far he 
wanted them to go in their testimony. \ meeting was held in office 


with the four parolees and ACOARDS present, and ACSARDO told the four to tell the 
truth and do nothing to imperil their parole status. 


AGSIRDG said he didn't want any of the four to take a chance of going back to 
prison, and for them not to worry about involving anyone as he would see to it 
that the noliticians got paid for whatever they did on behalf of the parolees. 

He told them not to try and protect him as he was capable of taking care of 
himself. He also said if their testimony hurt any of the gang not to worry 
Since he had issued orders that there was to be no "rough stuff" until after the 
parole périod had ended and the four men were completely free. Information was 
that when the parolees said they didn't Imow about their financial matters they 
were telling the truth; that only .CCOARDG and were the only ones in the 
gang who knew who made what and how much. The only time the various gang members 
knew about the financial arrangements was when money was deposited to their 
accounts in the various banks. 


ina "Tribune" clipping of November 23, 19/’ the article states that the question 
was whether TONY ACocARDG was to be indicted in Chicago or Vansas City, Kansas on 
the basis of making false certification to enter the Federal penitentiary at 
ieavenworth to visit PAUL RIT0A. ‘icCCADO had posed as Attorney JOSEPH I. BULGER. 
on the occasion of the visits he made. 


"Tribune" clipping of November 13, 1948 indicated that TORY ACCARDO and EUGENE | 
Baristsiy were indicted January 12, 1940 in shicago by the Federal grand jury 
for conspiracy and falsification of government records. ASTARDO was charged 
with falsely signing the name of JCOSHEH I. TULGEP? on his nine visits to 
Leavenworth from September 4, 1945 through dune 23, 1947 to visit PAUL 71904 
and LOUIS JAMPAGNA 


fn a chicago orime Commission memorandum of February 27, 19/8 it is set forth 
that 15. UANCY DE LUG. was brought to the law firm of PRADLMAN, GOODM."!, 
HHT and CHESTER by and the firm -had attorney 
who dves trial work and bricfs on a ser diem basis introduced to IMS. DE LUSIA 
and thereafter he had wrocured affidavits recmarding RIC34'3 well being in order 
to obtain his release from the penitentiary on bail pending a hearing on a 
petition to the court to have his sentence set aside on the grounds of vhysical 
infirmities. 








Thereafter the law firm prevailed upon to represent DE LUCIA at the _ 
congressional hearing. Tilinois ss 
testified at the hearing on February 16, 1948 that he is in the real estate - Pe 


business and had met ittorney through the Pearlman law firm a few years 
before. He went with to the Atlanta Fenitentiary solely to introduce 
to RICCA. Said Mrs. NANCY DE LUCIA had been a family friend for years 


and that his father, a doctor in Chicago, had been the DE LUCIA family physician 
for years. He suggested the PEARLMAN law firm when MRS. DE LUCIA inquired 

as to whether there was any way of getting her husband out of the penitentiary 
for a sufficient length of time to recover his health. 


A "Tribune" story of May 13, 1948 relates to the Capone crime empire, and recites 
that GEORGE BROW! head of the Chicago Stage Hands Union and also of a chicken 
killers union, and WILLIE BIOFF, a panderer, who had organized a protection 
association of Jewish butchers, joined forces. They shook down BARNEY BALABAN 

of BALABAN & KATZ, owners of the movie chain for $20,000, allegedly for a soup 
kitchen. NICK CIRCELLA alias DEAN saw them spending wildly at his club and 
inquired where they got their funds. When they told of their success story 
OIRCELLA ordered them to accompany him to a home in Riverside, Illinois, where 
they faced FRANK NITTI and FRANK REO. WNITTI, after hearing the tale, declared 
the mob in for 50 per cent. NITTI then called a meeting at the home of HARRY 
HOCHSTEIN in Riverside. Present were NITTI, REO, LOUIS BUCHALTER, PAUL RICCA, 
LOUIS SAMFAGNA, one of the FISCHETTI brothers, and others. It was planned to 
control the stage hands convention in 1934 in Louisville. TONY ACCARDO, 

LOUT= ROMANC and HINDU IMBURGIO were in the “hicago delegation. BROWNE was 
named international president and named BIOFF as his personal representative with 
full power to act, to call strikes, and settle them. NICK CIRCELLA was named 
Chicago representative. When TOMMY M\LLOY, head of Local 19 of the Motion Picture 
Qrerators Union in Chicago was assassinated February 4, 1935, NITTI ordered 

CIN JELLA to take over the ‘union. The Jhicago motion picture theatre owners paid 
#l9",9I0 to stop a move of the union to put two operators in the projection booth. 
Balaban '& katz paid ~6),00) of the sum. FRANK MARITOTE alias DIAMOND, brother- 
in-law of 4L CAPCHE was put on the payroll of the Rialto Theatre at *299 a week 
upon orders of the mob. PHIL D'ANDREA was on the B & K payroll for $175 to {205 
a week for five years. BIOFF was busy shaking down Hollywood and got .102,9)) 
fron JCE SOHENS:, a producer. In 1935 NITTI raised the split from fifty-fifty 

to 66 per cent. BICFF and RBRCNNE were indicted in New York in 1941 for extorting 
9950,220 as union officials from four movie companies. On November 12, 1941 
BIOFF was sentenced to twenty years with the stipulation that if he paid the 

fine of 42,202 the sentence would be zt to ten years. After one year in jail 
BICFF and BROWNE were willing to make 2 deal, and as a consequence nine hoodlums 
were indicted, including VITTI and six others — LOUIS CAMPAGNA, PAUL Risca, 

PUANK MacITGTE, PHIL D'ANDREA, @ALH i TEE and SHARLES I0OE, all from 

shicago, and all chirged with extortinz micre than one million dollars from 

movie producers and stealing more than « million dollars from union members. 
2IRCELLA pleaded guilty; but was not ercnted i parole. ITTI shot himself to death 
on March 19, 1943, the day the indictment was returned. PIERCE was freed by a 
directed verdict. Th remaining five Shisagoans, and JCHN ROSELLI of Hollywood 
and LOULS CAUFMAN, of New Jersey, were all convicted, and all but CAUFMAN 

were sentenced to ten years in the penitentiary, and to pay a fine of qi) ,909. 
CAUFMAN got seven years. BIOFF and PRUNE were released from prison after 
serving three years. 








In a "News" clipping of June 16, 1948 FAUL RICCA was reported to have been 
seized on June 16; 1948 at his home to be taken back to prison after the Federal 
Yarole Foard in Washington revoked his parole. He was charged with violation of 
his parole in that he had not made correct reports of his expenditures and had 
associated with persons of bad reputation. 


"Tribune" clipping of June 17, 1948 indicates Attorney William Scott Stewart 
pbtained the release of Ricca on a 19,030 bond on a writ signed by Judge 
Igce with hearing set for July 8, 1948 on whether he should be returned as a 
parole violator. 


Herald imerican clipping of July 6, 1948 recites the following concerning RICCA: 
Born in Italy, age 45, a naturalized citizen, had listed early occupation as 
restaurant business and imcorter of marble. To the Draft Board he claimed he had 
been a farmer for twelve years. In tax returns for 1937-41 he claimed his income 
at $69,909 to 265,350 a year. He was arrested on numerous occasions in 1923, 
1939 and 1932 with acknowledged criminals with whom he had been associating. 

Some of these were MEYER LANSKY, CHARLES (LUCKY) LUCIANO, HAWRY BROWNE, 

FAann RIO, PHIL D'4NDREA, SiM HUNT and TCxY ACOARDO. 


In a "Tribune" clipping of July 3, 1946 it is recited that in a petition filed by 
Attorney William Scott Stewart in Federal court on behalf of RICCA he recites 
that RISCA had spent ,125,2/3 in his nine months of freedom on parole, but 4 
major portion of this was due to the expense of his 1,100 acre farm in Kendall 
County, Illinois. 


"Sun-Times" clipping of July 9, 1948 states that Judge Igoe continued to 
September 2), 1948 the hearing on 3107'S retition to retain his freedom. 


wwews" clipping of July 23, 19/46 indicates that CHARLES GIOE was arrested as a 
parole violator and immediately put on a train for the Atlanta Penitentiary, 
charged with changing jiobs without permission. Louis Sampagna was also 
arrested and a writ of habeas corpus was denied and he was to be shipped to the 
<tlanta kenitentiary. FHIL D'ANDREA was too ill to be moved. 


tTripune tclipping of September 6, 1943 states that when RICOA was arrested on 
several occasions he was in zood comeany, as follows:

"Tribune" clipping of September 8, 1948 states that the naturalization records 
reflect that RICOA, born in Apricena, Italy Julv 10, 1898 erfered the United States 
on sugust 10, 1920 under the name of FAOLO MAGLIO and was admitted to citizenship 
september 27, 1923 when he was permitted to change his name to PAUL DE LUCIA. 

The story states that RISCA had been arrested in Chicago on January 24, 1927 
under the name of PAUL YIEL’ as a gun toter. 


"Tribune" clipping of September 16, 1948 recites that during the taxable years 
1935-1949 FRANK NITTI was a member of a joint venture (the motion picture 
extortion) and NITTI'S share of the money extorted was as follows: |

In an Ubserver's report of liovember 22, 1948 it is stated that RICCA testified 
at the trial of BERNSTEIN and ASCARDO and said he had known ACCARDO for 15 
years and saw him on many occasions while he was an inmate in Leavenworth. 

He knew -.SOARDO as JCE ACCARDO, and that *SCARDO accompanied BERNSTEIN to the 
prison to straighten out his income tax. 


"Tribune" clipping of November 24, 1948 states that Judge IGOE on November a3 5 
19.8 issued an order freeing RICCA from being returned to the penitentiary. 


"Tribune" clipping of December 5, 194.6 states CAMPAGNA and GIO# were ordered 
freed from the penitentiary by order of the Federal Court at Atlanta, Georgia 
December 1, 1948. 


hemcrandum of jugust 2/, 1949 indicated that telephone calls were made from 
Brooklyn, New York from a telephone in the name of iNTHONY GOEBELS, a New York 
hoodlum to an unlisted telephone number of FAUL 2ICCA in River Forest, all 
some time between July 22, 1947 and October 23, 1947. Other calls were noted 
2s having been made to other Chicago area hoodlums. 


nw" clipping of November 12, 1949 states that the U.S.Court of Apneals in 
New Orleans ordered GIOf and CAMPAGcA back to the penitentiary after reversing 
the district court finding in ‘tlanta, Georgia. 


ina "ews" clipping of Hovember 15, 1949 indicated that a lounge and 
restaurant owner on the Southwest Side denied he had been approached by 

DE LUCI*, GIGE and JOHN YIG.OLA to onerate a book in the place, or at least 

to be permitted to be used as a telerhone reception betting operation. (Cn 
“ovember </, 19’9 investigation indicated that the facts were proper, and that 
the named trio did make a proposition as indicated above, and that other 
criminal associates of the three named had also been in on the tentative deals.) 


"Tribune" clipping of Decembar 9, 1949 indieites the U. 3. Court of appeals 
upheld the release of LIGA m a writ of hakeas corpus in the Federal Sourt 
at shicago. 


in a memorandum of Decumber 1, 1°19 it is stated that the Continental ?ress 
‘lire Service in vhicago was owned ard controlled by FRANK SOSTELLO, LOUIS ne 






CShMP LGA, PAUL @I00% and FRUIT DIAM D. 
were only "fronts" for the different mobs controlling Gontinental in different 
sections of the United States. 





In 2 report dated Uctober 4, 1959 regarding the hearing on the writ of habeas 
corpus for LOUIS CAMPAGSKNA and PAUL DE LUSI’. arrested for questioning regarding 
the slaying of WILLI\M DRURY, the writ was sustained when the state indicated 
that it had no charge to file against the relators. 


"hews" clipping of October 7, 195) indicates that WILLIAM H. JOHUSOR, . 
boss of Sportsman's Park was to be called upon to explain to the Senate Crime 
sommittee how RICCA the gang leader was able to borrow 280,000 from 

JOHNSON'S auditor, HUGO BENNETT. 


ina "News" clipping of Gctober 13, 195) it is stated that the U.S. Supreme 
sourt upheld the New Orleans Oircuit Jourt of /ppeals in ordering 
OME SGhA and GIOE back to prison. 


"Sun" clipping of November <5, 195) indicates RICCA was arrested on a parole 
warrant and released on 25,00 bond. He was charged with failure to make 
proper reports. 


In a letter from the Kansas City Star, Kansas City, Missouri December 28, 1959 
attached thereto being’a memorandum "Zansas City: Mafia", it is stated that ANTHONY 
G71ZZ0 of Kansas City has the widest acquaintance among hoodlums throughout the 
Ynited States than any racketeer questioned by the Kefauver Committee. He is a 
close pal of TONY ACCARDO, CHARLES FISSHETTI, ROCCO FISCHETTI, JOE FISCHETTI, 
RALIH CAFONE, JACK SUZIK, FAUL RICSA and LOUIS CAMPAGNA of the Chicago mob. 

He was the contact man for ..CCARDO when “SCARDO and others went to Leavenworth 
renitentiary to see RIDCA and CAMPAGNA, and provided cars and threw a party 

for the convicts when they got out of the penitentiary. 


A Memorandum received January 16, 1951 listed PAUL RICSA from Chicago as a member 
of the eleven-man group making up the "Grand Souncil" of the Mafia. 


un a@ memorandum of -ugust 6, 1951 it is stated that shortly after AL CAPCNE 
went to the penitentiary and FRANK NITTL and PAUL RICA took control of the 
mob, there was 2 complete reorganization in accordance with a plan proposed 
by TONY ACCARDO whereby mob activities were departmentalized and placed in 
charge of an exnert hoodlum. 


na "Tribune" clipping of September 1%, 1951 it is stated that the Federal 
Zourt in 1tlanta ordered the parole of JiSTAGNA and 3ICE be reinstated. 


Namerican" elivnping of June 1, 1952 indicated the U. 5. Government was to sue 
ATA and VEMPAGHA for -43, 531.255 Tis renalties and interest as a gift tax

in a "News" clipping of September 19, 1952 it is stated that the United States 
made a settlement with Ricca and Campagna in 1946 on tax matters. The 

United States dropped claims against them, made through charges against their 
Wives, of over $650,000. Ricca settled the matters for himself and wife by 
paying 36,146; Campagna made a payment of 490,369 and his wife Charlotte 
paid 41,345. The claims resulted from evasion of taxes from 1935 through 
1941. 


"Tribune" clipping of June 18, 1953 indicates that Ricca and Campagna 

petitioned the tax court to dismiss their suit to avoid payment of taxes on the 
¥190,009 received by them through 4ttorney Bernstein from unknowm persons with 
which to pay income tax liability then existing against them. They paid the gov- 
ernment a gift tax of $44,000 rather than produce a list of the donors of the 
#199 ,000. 


In a memorandum of July 14, 1953 information is set forth that Paul Ricca was 
born in Apricena, Campobasso, Italy July 10, 1898, his father being Enrico 
Maglio; mother Clotilde Torelli. (It is believed that the United States at a 
trial to revoke Ricca's citizenship later proved that Ricca had adopted the 
identity of another person as his.) 


in an "American" clipping of May 17, 1954 it is stated that the Immigration 
service had subpocnaed Ricca to appear at their office for questioning. His 
attorney, RICHAID E. GORMAN advised that RICCA would come in from Florida for 
the hearing. 


"Tribune" clipping of June 15, 1954 states RICSA was reported as refusing to 
answer questions concerning his identity before and after naturalization. 


"Tribune" clipping of June 19, 1954 states that the Federal Court entered an 
order that RICCA aprear before Immigration officials to answer questions on 
June 19, 1954, his attorneys being William Scott Stewart and Richard EB, Jorman. 


"oun Times" clipping of August 19, 1954 indicates that SHARLES GICE was slain 
on the night of August 18, 1954. He had been convicted in the motion picture 
extortion case with 2f0CA ot al. (FRANK *sAITOTE alias FRANK DIAMOND, also 
convicted in the motion picture extortion cise, was slain three nights later ~ 
migust 21, 1954.) 


"Tribune" clipping of jugust 24, 1951. states that the volice were seeking RICOA 
in regard to the slaying of #RANK MAN CTOTS. 


"Tribune" clipping of September 26, 1944 indicates \L934 refused to testify 
at the immigration interrogation on Je,-tumber 25th, claiming the Fifth Amendment.

"Tribune" clipping of May 31, 1955 indicates that LCUIS CAMPAGNA died of a heart 
attack in Miami on May 30, 1955. (is wife Charlotte died iugust 12, 1955).

twenty to thirty years; WILLIE DADDANG, whom he has known for twenty years and 
is in the liquor store business "or something"; SAM BATTAGLIA whom he has known 
for thirty years, and trains horses; JAMES ALLEGRETTI; SAM DE STEFAO; EDWARD

ROLAND ¥, LIBONATL, Republican candidate for State Representative, SAdUTL TANNENBAUM, 


a city attorney, former alderman ANTHONY PRIGRANO an inspector of paving for the- 
department of public works, ANTHONY WINTOAZI, MECAdiw CALTaluA, ARTUONY oCikGo, 
AUGUST DEWiORE, believed to be a brother of "Machine Gun" JACK MeGURN. ALL of 

the men named were about a table Listenin, to election returns over a i:adio. Five 
revolvers were found on a piano nearby but no~one present would admit owmership. 


A Times clip of November 5, 1930 stated that Libonati, Tannenbaum, Prignuna, 
Charles Chie, Yintozgi and Novelle were released by the Detective Bureau. Kio 
and Humphries were ueid for investigation. Caselan was booked as a keeper of a 
disorderly nsouse and the other persons were held as inmates. 


An Examiner clip of November 3, 1932 states that Frank Rio, Capones Philedelphia 
cell-mate, with PHILIP DIANDREA, PAUL RICCA and MICHA, COSTELLO were arrested 
at the Planters Hotel on November xe, L932. The men said they lua met to arrane 
to go to Florida. 


&£ News clip of February 14, 1939 setting forth s resume of members of the Capone 
gang hed the following information concerning Ricca; A mysterious figure in the 
history of gangdom in Chicago has been brought to light by the survey. Paul 
Ricca, heretofore a handyman, but recently promoted to "big shot" leadership, 

is now tne acting topnotch boss of the mob Al Gapone once led. Franx (The 
Enforcer) Nitti, who toox over after cousin AL had been tossed int. prisou ‘or 
income tax frauds, is said to have sponsered Riccats rise to power. ficce aus an 
apartmeit in the 5300 block of wast Jackson Blvd. He is known in the nei; hbor- 
hood as Paul Debucia. A check-up revealed that Ricca Las been a resident of 
Chicago for 14 years.

A review of the files of the Chicago Crime Commission refleot the following 
information concerning the person named abovs; 


A Tribuns clipping of June 1, 1940 recites that a temporary injunction was 
granted to GEORGE NcLANE on a petition that hoodlums were attempting to take over 
the financial affairs of the Bartenders end Beverage Dispensers Union, Local 

278, and the following were named; 


LOUIS ROMANO, president of the union, JAMES CROFLEY, secretary and teeasurer of the 
union, TOM PALTON, busine ssrepresentative of the union, FRANK NITTI, MURRAY 
HULPHRIES, PAUL RICGCA, LOUIS CANPAGNA and FRED EVANS, 


HoLAIN claimed that he was told previously by somé of the gangsters, naming 

HITTI, RICCA and CAMPAGNA, thet he had to agree to have ROMANO take over the 
presidency of the union, and because of veiled threats he agreed to this. He claimed 
that the persons named in the injunction wanted to take control of the union in 
order to loot the treasury. 


A court observers report dated October 28, 1940 refleots that NITTI? HUiPHRIES, 
RICCA, ROMANO, EVANS, PANTON and CALPAGHA had been indicted for conspiracy, case 
#40"1646 in Cook County, the indictment being based upon pretty much the same infor~ 
mation previously set out by MoLAIN in his petition for injunction, The case was set 
for trial November 18, 1940 and when the case went to trial the state made an 
opening statement indicating the charges and ther put MeLAIN on the stand to 
testify as a state witness, HoLAIN refused to testify. On December 2, 1940 the jury 
was directed to return a not guilty verdict, . 


A Tribune clipping of February 26, 1943 reveals that a fire caused $18,000 worth of 
damage to the main building of the summer estate of PAUL RICCA near Long Beach, Ind,, 
tha estate being valued at $75,000.00. The place included a swimming pool, tennis court 
iQ car garage, tea house and elaborate gardens. The place was alleged to be well 
equipped with gambling eqipment. NANCY DeLUCIA was listed as being the record owner, 


A News clipping of March 19, 1943 revealed that a Federal Grand Jury at New York 
City had returned indictments in the motion picture extortion case against the 
Yollowing: FRANK NITTI, PAUL RICCA, LOUIS CAMPAGNA, FHIL D'ANDREA, FRANK DIAL OND, 
RALPH PIERCE, CHARLES GICE, JOHN ROSSELLI and LOUIS KALBIAN. 


A Tribune clipping of March 25, 1943 credited the NITTT ~RICCA=CNiPAGNA combine’...

A Hews clipping of July 9, 1943 reveals that RICCA had a suit pending against 
the tonant and the owner of a domtoWn building for personal injuries suffered 
when an elevator fell. At the tine of the accident RICCA was in company of 
JOSEM{ FISCHETTI and CHAKLES FISHETTI and ROBERT CARNAHAN, The four were alle ged 
to have been in the building for the purpose of buying an oil painting. 


A News clipping of duly 10, 1943, in a special series of articles on Chicago 
hoodlums, RICCA is mentioned as having been born in Naples, Italy about 1899 
and served in the Italian army during the first world war. His first euployment 
upon Coming to Chicago was that of a waiter in a coffee shop on uNalsted street 
and later he was a waiter in a restaurant on Wabash avermme near Harrigon, where 
HITII and other hoodlums used to go. NITTI is alleged to have been attracted to 
RICCA because of the latter's intelligence and induced him to work at the 
Lexington hotel as a confidential aid to NITTI. Allegodly from then on RICCA 
assumed power in the Capone sroul.
